Rib Mountain is located fight near K mart 
7475, Wausau, Wisconsin. It is one of the 
more popular sights unique to this area 

Rib Mountain was formed six to nine 
thousand years ago by the glaciers and rises 
1,940 feet above sea level and 650 feet above 
the surrounding area 

Both the Wisconsin and Rib Rivers were 
formed by the movement of the glaciers. 
There is also evidence that the Wisconsin 
River was once a mile wide in the city of 
Wausau. Rib Mountain got its name from its 
arc-like shape, which has been likened to a 
human rib. 

The mountain is located in almost the exact 
center of Marathon County and the state of 
Wisconsin. It is four and a half miles long, and 
one and a half miles wide. Dense hard rock, 
which forms the mountain, is quartzite. It was 
originally loose sand, but changed to 
sandstone by the cementing of sandgrains 
and then to quartzite, by the earth 
movements and fluids which compressed and 
hardened the rock 

Years ago, the mountain's timber was used 
extensively for the development of local 
paper mills. It's hard quartzite, reddish in 
color and was once dug out of the mountain 
and used for tombstones. Now the mountain 
stands_as a symbol of the past and is utilized 
for tourists, hikers and skiiers
